For 
sixty years she furnished the eacremeut 
bread for the Methodist church.

She wa« greatly loved and hardly a 
day passed that some one did not think 
of her happiness, which was always the 
first thought of her two devoted daugh- 
ters, Misa Annie Raitt and Miss Josie 
Raitt.

tucky output: 

This year's tobacco crop, big as it is, 
is a disappointment. It will not pass 
the billion pound mark set for it in the 
earlv spring, when, after alm.ist 1" ON 
acres more than in 1000 had been set 
out under most favorable conditions, 
the plant started forward in most pro- 
mising growth. These 40,000 acres 
with the promised increased yield from 
the total of I,16v,77l acres planted 
would easily have made a yield .to ex- 
ceed a billion pounds. Hut the crop 
met with a succession of misfortunes. 
Cold storms and frosts overtook it early 
in life: later disastrous Hoods swept 
away whole fields on bottom lan. tin in 
the drouth touched it as it touched 
com, and a total of "JO, 000 acres are re- 
ported as not having reached the liar- 

According to reports to the Enquirer 
the total area for harvest is 1,140,88] 
acres, which compares with 1,180,081 in 
I9O9 The yield is estimated at 93I,- 
868,888 pounds, compared with 131,544,- 
401 in I9OO. 

The Government may be expected to 
estimate this years crop above one bil- 
lion pounds, as the Reporting Board of 
the Department of Agriculture put the 
area planted at 1,818,800 acres and the 
condition at about 7H, compared with an 
average of 88. Calculating on the 
Government's reported yield for 1909 of 
y4D,.'i57,oo0, thestastic, the total of I,. 
160,771 acres planted, trouble in figur- 
ing out u billion pounds. 

The difference between the Enquir- 
er's estimate and that of the Govern- 
ment lies mainly in Kentucky, where 
the Government claim a planted area 
of 470,400 acres, while reports to the 
Enquirer from every county of the 
State producing tobacco in comme rcia 
qualities, cover a planted ares of only 
3S«,860 acres with only .175,908 for the 
harvest. 

Many retorts from Kentucky are 
very discouraging as to ths yield, and 
while there are about 10,000 acres more 
than in 1801 harvest, the yield is esti- 
mated to be 2,000,000 pounds less. The 
injury, however, fell most heuvily on 
the "dark" district, so that yield of 
Hurley in Kentucky will be l97,6j3,000 
pounds, compared with 183,80 5l 195 in 
I9OU.

RATIFIED. 

Sale of Pooled Tobacco in the 
Green River Association 
Takes Place. 



FARMERS PLEASED WITH PRICES 



The sale made l>y the Green River 
Tobacco Growers' Association on Wed- 
nesday. November 8. of the I9IQ pooled 
crop of tobacco for *o to SO for leaf 
ami lugs and fi for trash, was ratified 
on Saturday by the poolers in Daviess, 
McLean and Ohio counties The sale 
was ratified in Hancock county 
than one week ago. 

The poolers met at the court house 
in Owensboro on Saturday afternoon, 
and by a unanimous vote, ratified the 
sale. 

Big Meeting; in Daviess. 

It was one of the largest gatherings 
of farmers that has been seen at the 
court house for some time, it being es- 
timated tbat there were over 500 pool- 
ers present who had a voice in the 
meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by 
W. 0. Riney, president of the asso- 
ciation, who stated that a sale had been 
made at $9 to $<! for leaf and lugs, and 
$3 for trash, and that the meeting had 
been called to have the sale ratified or 
rejected by the poolers. 

nr. Taylor Explain*. 

Mi. Taylor said that acting under 
these Instructions the board negotia- 
ted with the buyers and secured an of- 
fer on all the tobacco pledged to the 
association. "This offer," said Mr. 
Taylor, "is now placed before you for 
ratification or rejection. It will not 
be binding unless you accept it. " Con 
tinuing, Mr. Tavlor said: 

Up to Poolers Present. 

"Now as to this sale, the board 
wishes you to feel perfectly free 
and don't hesitate for fear your 
might s?ein to reflect on the board. We 
are simply your servants. We have 
don# the best we could, and we now 
await further orders, and will do our 
best to carry them out. As to the of- 
fer that has been made, it runs from 
to |6 for leaf and lugs and $11 for 
trash. That is, $<! is the lowest sam- 
ple, and anv tobacco that comes be 
low that sample, and there will be 
some, will be graded below that, aw- 
arding to value, $5-75, $5 S<>. 9-~> -'5 or 
•5, but no leaf or lugs will be graded 
below J5. Of course, trash is trash, 
and it is nothing but fair that if a man 
•brings in trash, no matter what it is 
called, It should be graded as trash.

BUILDING OF 
GOOD ROADS 

Suggestions For the Treatment 
ot Rural Highways, 

NO PATCHWORK WHATSOEVER 



The Worlt to Be Done In Section* — A 
Mile Should Be Carefully Finished In 
Hi Entirety — How the Roadway 
Ought to Be Cared For. 

Upw good rouds should be made and 
how thi-j- Hhuuld be cured for la tersely 
described in I lie lowii Homestead by 
an entliuMium, who says: 

Id the urst place, tbere should be no 
patchwork roaduaklng bavlug for Us 
object only to make one particular spot 
passable. Road work should be done 
In aectloos. For Instance, a mile of 
road should be taken and completed In 
1U entirety. Every Inch of It should 
be made a good and safe road. I ven- 
ture the assertion that not more than 
one mile of road In every ten la safe 
or free from some dangerous trap to 
cause trouble to careless drivers or 
those not given to close observation of 
the roadways. They should be made 
so that a child might safely drive over 
them. 

Beginning, 1 would establish a rea- 
sonable grade so that no steep tCls 
remain when the work is finished. I 
would make over the entire width of 
the road from fence to fence. I would 
make the actual roadway of usual 
width, with oniy rise enough In the 
center to shed rain. From the gutter 
at the side of this roadway I would 
make a smooth and even grade to t e 
fence line. Then 1 would compel the 
property owners along the road to keep 
the roadside well set in grass and to 
mow and care for It Just as they do 
their meadows. No deep, unsightly 
and clangorous gullies would be per 
milted, and the man who scraped a 
lot of grass, weeds, clods and trash 
into the center of the road should at 
once be condemned to penal servitude 
for life. Capital punishment would be 
too good for the one who scoured his 
plow In the road. 

The road work-r who plowed up a 
stretch of road late in the fall and 
left It to mellow up until spring 
should be banished to roadless Sibe- 
ria. A plow has no place In any road 
that has once been properly made. 
The care of a road made according to 
my plan would be only that of going 
over it occasionally with a drag. The 
occasion for the use of the drag, bow- 
ever, should be from the viewpoint of 
the need of the road and not the con- 
venience of the operator of the drag. 
No man would be permitted to drive a 
drag over a road unless he were a 
licensed graduate of a roadmaklng 
school. A road drag Is a dangerous 
thing (for the road> In the hands of a 
man who does not have sense enough 
to use It.
